| SCENE AT THE COLLAPSE 


OF THE. POR. CORNER ON THE BOARD OF. TRADE, 
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secure help at the banks and without success. 
There had been excessive margin calls last 
Monday, which told severely on the possibil- 
ities of carrying through a deal, which by the 
trade in general had long been regarded as an 
uncertainty. Pork for September delivery 
closed Monday night at a nominal price of 
$19.25 a barrel. At the opening yesterday 
there was a momentary calm, which boded ill 
for those seeking to find a market 
for property which had. been bought at 
unnaturally high figures. The crowd in 
provisions was larger than usual and included 
many brokers generally found in the wheat 
pit. When trading began the first figure 
named was $18.75, or 50 cents under the 
latest previous price. No one wanted any 
partofa bankrupt stock at fancy prices, 
however, and houses representing the Wright 
clique found no buyers. Not only did brokers 
refuse to take the pork at $18, but it was sul- 
lenly ignored when thrown in the faces of the 
traders at 817.50, and at 817, and was offered 
down rapidly fully $5 a barrel amidst the 
most intense excitement, dropping 50 cents 
and $1 ata time until it momentarily halted at 
$13. Not until it reached $10.50 was there 
a stop in the ruinous decline, this figure 
showing a drop of almost $9 within the space 
of little more than half an hour. 

During this time representatives of three 
well known commission house which had 
been doing business for Wright were in the 
throes of dissolution, andthe announcement 
was speedily made from the gallery by Secre- 
tary Stone that all trades were ordered closed 
out for account of J. G. Steever, A. Helm- 
holz, and E. W. Bailey & Co, This confirmed 
what the crowd practically knewa few min- 
utes earlier, that the pork corner was no longer 
evena possibility. That mess pork, which 


some months ago had been marked up to 


$23 a barrel, with some people predicting it 
would reach $25 or $30, was not wanted. It 
confirmed the opinion of many in the trade 
that the short interest in mess pork had been 
practically long since liquidated, leaving 
Wright with 75,000 barrels of high-priced 
property which nobody wanted. Operators 
simply let the product alone until it reached 
its level, and the 58,425 barrels pf mess pork 
in local warehouses last Monday night were 
less valuable by nearly $500,000 than twen- 
ty-four hours earlier. . 
Leaders Could Not Raise Money. 


The announcement of the failure of three 


firms practically meant that Wright was in 
the same condition, although his name was 
not mentioned from the gallery, as he traded 
altogether through commission houses. Brok- 
ers with orders to sell,some of these being 
for account of outsiders, included Walker, 
Brosseau, Baldwin & Farnum, Winslow, and 
Crittenden. The volume of business on the 
down grade was not large compared with the 
extent. of the decline, and when the 
market teceded to $12 and delow 
there was some buying by A. 8.

Crash in Lard and Ribs. 

The 1,500 men on the floor were brought 
up to a pitch of intensity seldom seen, and 
during the trying times were alert for another 
announcement from the crowded gallery. Nor 
were they disappointed, Secretary, Stone 
slowly approached the small desk with gavel 
in hand and one rap brought the eyes of every 
one to that part of the great room. There 
was a suppressed hum of voices, a rapid 
tramping of feet toa closer position, and a 
sea of upturned faces listened intently to the 
first words of an announcement expected and 


dreaded by many and affording a surprise 


amounting to consternation to many more. 
Jack Cudahy had failed and trades for his ac- 
count were ordered closed out. For a mo- 
ment there was a hush which was little less 
than a species of paralysis on the part of the 
dazed operators who tried to comprehend the 
statement. 

In an instant, however, there was another 
rush for the provision pit, and the crash came 
in lard and ribs. No longer was there any 
talk of nine-cent lard. No longer were bro- 
kers pegging the market at $9.76, but an 
effort was made by the surging, frenzied crowd 
of operators to close out their holdings at the 
best prices possible. The scenes enacted in 
pork were repeated and intensified. There 


was no talk of “‘eighths,”’ but a cutting down.

CONDITIONS WHICH LED UP TO IT. 


Banks Refused to Advance Money on the 
Collateral Proposed. 

Last week the condition of the market 
became more and more unsatisfactory. 
Cudahy and his associates sutis- 
fied themeelves that nothing could 
be sold. They were forced, indeed, to add 
to their purchases to sustain the market from 
the ever watchful crowd waiting for a sign of 
weakness to attack it. They held the market 
at $10.30 early in the week, but later it was 
allowed to fall to $9.'75. 

There were sharp margin calls early in the 
week. The call became more vigorous later. 
Friday last the manipulators began to cast 
about them for help, The banks naturally 
suggested themselves, and to the banks they 
went. An application for a loan of 
$400,000 was made. The banks were 
not disposed t6 lend it. They had watched 
the growth of the gigantic deal anxiously. 
They feared that, like the majority of at- 
tempts to corner the Board of Trade market 
in products, it would collapse and that the 
wreck would carry down so many concerns 
as to add to the gravity of the financial situa- 
tion now existing. It is known that for weeks 
past the banks regarded the deal as something 
overhanging the monéy market, and that it 
influenced their policy toward borrowers. 

Yet the application was considered. 
Several banks joinéd in the conference 
over the subject. The story told is that 
the applicants were asked to schedule 
the assets which they could furnish as collat- 
eral and give the amount of their holdings of 
lard, Mr. Cudahy, it is said, scheduled 
property which he valued at $2,700,000, 
while Mr. Fairbank placed the amount 
of his collateral for the transaction at $2,000,- 
000. The- lard held amounted to 130,000 
tierces. 

The banks still hesitated. It was a purely 
speculative deal, they said, and aan had a 
large element of danger in it. y agreed, 
however, it ig said, to advance the money 
and the papers were drawn when one signa- 
ture was lackmg. That it is stated was the 
signature of Michael Cudahy.

JOHN CUDAHY IS ILL AT A HOTEL. 


He Does Not Go Home After the Trouble. 


= Will See No One. 

John Cudahy was at Room 618 Gore’s 
Hotel yesterday afternoon and evening, where 
it was reported that he was sick and would 
see no one. At 10:20 last evening the clerk 
of the hotel said Mr. Cudahy was there, but 
that no card or note could be sent to the 
room; that Mrs. Cudahy and a nurse were 
with him. 

W. C. Clancy of Louisville, Ky., 
said: I am connected with Mr. Cudahy in 
the Louisville Packing company. I am satis- 
fied he will come out all right. Today it 
was impossible for him to raise 
money enough to save himself, but 
he will be able to straighten up 
matters soon. I feel confident of that. He 
was under a terrible mental strain this after- 
noon, trying every way to avert the crash and 
when unable to do so he came here to the 
hotel to rest awhile and be away from the 
people. He is greatly agitated but not dis- 
heartened. | 

In front of Mr. Cudahy’s home, No 
3254 Michigan avenue, a wa an 
was placed last night, who refused to 
allow any but intimate friends of 
the Cudady family to approach the 
house. John Cudahy, it was said, was not 
there, und one or two acquaintances in a posi- 
tion t know declared that he was ill down- 
town and prostrated by the events of ‘he day. 
During the evening Mrs. Cudahy and Michael 
Cudahy, John's brother, left the house and 
went down town, leaving word that they had 
gone to see Mr. Cudahy. They declared that 
under no circumstances would anybody be 
allowed to see him, — his illness would not 
permit him to receive any callers, no matter 
upon what pretext. 

John Cudahy for years has been one of the 
great figures on the Board of Trade, He 
came to Chicago early in the ’80’s from Mil- 
waukee, where he had passed his early years 
in Armour’s establishment. He went into 
partnership with a packer who speculated oc- 
casionally and was generally a loser. Cudahy 
was induced to try the game, it is said, by the 
thought that certain profits were to be made 
by taking the opposite side of his partner’s 
deals. He made money and made it so fast 
that in a year he was prominent on the board.

MISSOURI NATIONAL STARTS WELL. 


Deposits Opening Day Exceed Wighdrawals 
by $61,000—Iowa and Ohio Reports, 

Wasuineron, D. C., Aug. 1.—[{Special.]— 
When Controller Eckels opened his mail this 
morning he found in it a gratifying statement 
from the Examiner in charge of the Missouri 
National. Bank at Kansas City that the de- 
posits had exceeded withdrawals the opening 
day by $61,000. This institution suspended 
business ten days ago, owing to a run which 
was wholly unjustifiable, since the bank was 
perfectly solvent. 

According to the data prepared in the Con- 
troller’s office the net increase of bank circu- 
lation during July exceeded anything of the 
kind in many years. For the three months 
ending July 31, 1893, the increase of bank 
circulation was as follows: May, $898,690; 
June, $1,873,001; July, $5,320,194. Total 
for the quarter, $8,088,975. For the year end- 
ing July $1, 1893, the net increase circula- 
tion secured by bonds was $17,088,830, as 
against $16,425,223 for the preceding year. 

Finances seem. to be pretty easy in lowa 
and Ohio, judgmg from the abstract of re- 
ports showing the condition of the national 
banks in those States at the close of business 
July 12, 1893. There are 163 national 
banks in Iowa, exclusive of four in Des 
Moines, and their condition was remarkably 
satisfactory, according to the latest statement. 
Under the law these banks should have a re- 
serve fund of 15 per cent, but the average is 


nearly double that, as will be seen in the fol-

The“ plutocrats who are in the chaining 
and shackling business are several millions 
of the workmen, clerks, school teachers, and 
others who have saved up a little honest 
money and put it in savings banks which have 
loaned part of it to Western farmers who 
promised to repay the loan in a term of years. 
Tens of thousands of these plutocrats are 
New Englend workmen, other thousands are 
of New York and other thousands are of West- 
ern States. Their total deposits amount 
to two billions of dollars, All that 
they want is that they shall de 


they lent. They deposited gold or its equiva- 
lent. 

The Populist borrowers do not want to re- 
pay in that kind of money. They wish to dis- 
charge those loans with 54-cent silver dollars. 
The contracts to pay back in good money are 
what Mayor Harrison calls “chains and 
shackles.“ But if his tenants were to tell 
him that he, a millionaire, was a plutocrat, 
and that they intended to break the fetters he 
had put on their limbs and pay him, if the 
government would furnish them 50-cent 
money, only half the rent they agreed to, he 
would take a different view of the case, and

THE SILVER MONOMETALLIC CONVEN- 
TION. 

The silver monometallists met in conven- 
tion yesterday. The call issued by A. J. War- 
ner, President, and W. M. Barrington, Secre- 
tary, invités— 

All men who are in favor of maintaining the 
money of the Constitution and opposed to the es- 
tablishment of a single gold standard in the 


United States, without regard to party, to at- 
tend and participate in the deliberations of the 


‘| convention. 


In the face of this smooth, adroit invitation 
only those who are in point of fact in favor of 
the single silver standard on the basis of the 
$71 grain dollar (worth 54 cents in gold) are 
invited to seats in the convention. This fact 
is made plain by one of the active managing 
men named Col.“ Harvey from Utah, who 
in an interview in the Tvening News thus ex- 
pressed himself: 

All in favor of the free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 are entitled to seata as delegates. 
All bimetallists who believe in using 
one metal to buy the other are not entitied to act 


as — and can have no voice in the con- 
vention. The convention that meets here 


will organise for the struggle and publish an ad- 
dress to the people of the United States. There 
will be no compromise by which silver is kept as 
a commodity. : 

This is the clearest and honestest statement 
of the creed, aims, and discriminations of the 
silverites that has yet been made public by 
any leader of that element of population. 

Nobody was invited to the Populist conven- 
tion except those in favor of the “free coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of sixteen ounces 
of silver to one in gold.“ That ratio pro- 
duces a dollar only worth 54 cents in any 
part of the civilized world. The 371K grains 
of silver in such a dollar are equal in purchas- 
ing power to twelve grains of gold; but * 
gold dollar contains 23K grains. 

And yet the ad vocates of this scheme have the 
effrontery to dub themselves bimetallists 
And Col.” Harvey of Utah warns off all bi- 
metallists who want to keep the gold and 
silver dollar ata parity value, one with the 
other, as the Democratic national platform de- 
mands. 

A genuine bimetallist is one whe advocates 
the use of both gold and silver dollars of equal 
commercial and interchangeable value. 
those who are for the use of both metals as 
money in dollars of unequal value advo- 
cate an absurdity and an impossibility. All 
such persons are monometallists. In the case 
of this convention they are silver monometal- 
lists, because they demand the free coin- 
age of a dollar which is less than a dollar in 
value as compared with the gold dollar, or 
what the latter will purchase. These inferior 

silver dollars will immediately drive out of 
circulation the better gold coin and divest the 
currency of this couhtry of every particle of 
gold money, and reduce it to the debased 
silver basis.

„ | THE DRAINAGE 


THE CANAL 

It was stated yesterday that the Drainage 
Board had offered to take charge of the city 
pumping works at Bridgeport and increase 
their capacity to 150,000 cubic feet per min- 

ute, but that the Mayor and the city authorities 
had their doubts about accepting the proposi- 
tion, Certainly the last part of the sto must 
bea mistake. Nothing ought to be more 
gratifying to the municipal authorities than 
to get rid of those pumping works which have 
been muddled and mismanaged for so many 
years and which have swallowed up so much 
money for machinery which promised much 


and performed little. 


The city government ought to jump at a 
chance to turn over its Bridgeport plant to 
the Drainage Trustees, who ought to be will- 
ing to take charge of it. Really it belongs to 
them. They were created for the purpose of 
preserving the purity of the drinking water of 
the city by removing the evils due to an e- 
cumulation of sewage in the river. The 
only way in which that fluid can be kept out 
of the drinking water is by pumping it into 
the canal or the Desplaines and letting it go 
down the Mississippi. While engaged in fur- 
nishing permanent relief through the build- 
ing of a drainage channel the trustees should 
ptovide temporary relief and protection to 
the people of the city. They should take the 
whole business into their hands and manage 
it. Their law advisers say they have the legal 
authority to do so. 

If they choose hee can look after the 
pumping works far more efficiently than the 
city authorities have done. The latter 
have a thousand other things to attend to. 
The Trustees have but the drainage subject. 
Nor will the transfer of the pumps from one 
municipal corporation to dnother make the 
least pecuniary difference to the taxpayers. 
Those who pay for the cost of operating the 
works now and those wha, would pay if the 
Drainage Trustees had 
substantially the same persons, for the limits 
of the city and of the drainage district are 
practically identical, The taxpayers would 
pay the same amount, but it would 
be handled by a different set of offi- 

If the increased pumping should cost a 
little more the people would gladly pay it if 
they saw that the condition of the river was 
better than before. If they could only see 
that the river was cleaner they would not be- 
grude any extra cost. 

There seems to be nothing in the law to pre- 
vent the Drainage Board from taking charge 
of the Bridgeport works, It has more money 
at its disposal than the city for such purpose, 
and it could not possibly run the pumps less 
efficiently than the city has done, no matter 
how badly it managed them. The board 
should volunteer to look after the sewage 
pumping until such time as permanent relief 
has been secured by the new channel, and the 
Mayor and Council should be only too glad to 
turn o7er the work to them. 


FIFTY NOT SIXTEEN TO ONE. 

Gov. Waite of Colorado says: What we 
‘‘ want is the free coinage of silver at the ratio 
ot one ounce of gold to sixteen of silver. 
„This is thé ratio that represents the expense 
“of silver production with a slight margin of 
„profit to the miner.“ | 

The gentleman and his associates in the con- 
vention may compare this with the following 
extract from an address recently delivered by 
‘Joseph Wharton, founder of the Wharton 
School of Finance and Economy, University 
of Pennsylvania: Mr. Robert Austen, chem- 
ist and assayer to the Royal Mint, estimates 
that the average cost of extracting an ounce 
of gold is about fifty-one times the average 
cost of producing an ounce of silver; while 
Mr. Marble, President of the National Bank of 
California, estimates the cost ratio in the 
United States is 39 to 1, and in Mexico 55 to 
1; in Central and South America 60 to 1. 
Other writers have reckoned that th Califor- 
nia and Colorado an ounce of silver can be 
produced for about one-fiftieth the cost of an 


how can it reasonably be hoped that silver 
can be held toa ratio of 16 to 1? or even 23 
to 1?” 

After making this statement Mr. Wharton 
asked if all the nations of the world should 
agree to establish a new ratio of, say, 25 to 1, 
and silver should be poured’ out from the 
mines of a few of those nations in practically 
unlimited quantities at a cost of 
one-fiftieth the cost per ounce of 
gold, so that a huge profit would ac- 
crue to those silver-producing nations by 
taking gold from the other nations at the es- 
tablished ratio of twenty-five to one, how 
long could that ratio last? He said: Not 
even the silly United States, if it were a non- 
silver producing country, would long suffer: 
its gold to be taken away for half its value in 
silver. No convention, no treaty, nor any 
form of covenant would avail to maintain 
permanently a state of things so artificial and 
so ruinous.“ And he inquired how would the 
Nation tolerate a demand from the pig-iron 
producers that the government should buy 
from them all their output, and this not at 
current prices but at the much higher price 
of a quarter century back? 


GRADE CROSSING MURDERS. 

It appears from the figures printed in a 
city paper that since the beginning of this 
year 120 persons have been killed at grade 
crossings. The number of those who have 
lost legs or drms or have been injured other- 
wise at those crossings is not given, but it is 
much larger than of those who were killed. 
In the face of such a record as this who is 
there cold-blooded enough to say that the 
grade crossing system should be tolerated 
longer? That it has been endured so long is 
due mainly to the fact that these casualties 
have happened one by one with but a small 
loss of life at each. Had a half or a quarter 
of the 120 died at one time the horrified pub- 
lie would have clamored for immediate ac- 
tion. 

There are no indicationsof any speedy 
change for the better. The Council has ad- 
journed and the committee which it appointed 
to take special charge of the abolition of 
grade crossings has adjourned also, after 
stating that it had reached the end of its 
tether. It is true that the Mayor has been 
given authority to employ a competent en- 
gineer to enable him to devise a plan suited 
to the varying conditions of each road. It is 
possible but not quite likely that one may be 
worked out by the time the Council reassem- 
bles in September. If one is submitted at 
that date it may not met with the approval 
of the public or of the Council. Failing to 
secure that it will amount to nothing. 

In the meanwhile the roads seem to be tak- 
ing a vacation also, If they are studying the 
problem of the removal of grade crossings 
they keep the fact to themselves, It Was 
stated a few weeks ago that it was the inten- 
tion of the Pennsylvania road to submit a 


The Lake Shore and Rock Island roads, which 
Fes 2 were to have 
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from the surface by Jan. 1, 1805, or a little 
over a year anda half from now. If this be 
not done the roads will become subject to 


certain specified penalties. Defective as this 


‘ordinance is it is yet enforcéable, and if the 
roads do hot look out time will slip by and 
they will find themselves face to face with a 
law which thé citizens will demand shall be 
carried out and which they will force the au- 
thorities to carry out. If the roads are wise 
they will make terms before the lose of next 
year.

 OVERREACHED HIMSELF. 

John Cudahy, the great packer, many times 
a millionaire as was commonly reported, has 
played the role of “ donate „ and plunged 
into financial ruin. For many years he had 
been a remarkably successful man. By closé 
attention to a great and profitable business, 
and by shrewd buying and selling and hand- 
ling of pork products, he had accuntulated a 
vast fortune. He might have retired at any 
time and been as happy as vast wealth can 
make any man for the rest of his life, enjoy- 
ing the best that money can afford and doing 
good all around him. His income was so vast 
that it would have been a serious. effort to 
spend the tenth of it. He was conducting a 
colossal enterprise and he employed an army 
of Well-paid men. Had he been content with 
that he would have prospered. But he had 
the speculating spirit. He was not content 
until he had risked all on the turn of a card— 
and he has lost his fortune, 

Why did he do it? is the inevitable question 
that must be asked. Why do other men com- 
mit the same folly? What becomes of their 
conservatism, their reflection, their common 
sense, and their judgment? Even if they 
double their fortune by a speculative stroke, 
of what good is it to them? It does not in- 
crease their happiness. It only doubles their 
discontent and makes them doubly anxious to 
risk everything again in one grand plunge 
and venture all, taking the chances of going 
down so far that recovery is impossible. 
double or quit, and it usually is quit forever, 
If they double they only double their own 
cares. If they lose they go broke, and are 
wretched the remainder of their lives: 

This millionaire has plunged into ruin, but 
the plunging will go on, atid other million- 
aires will go, like him, on a corner specu- 
lation. Those who are not millionaires and 
don’t gamble have every reason to be thank- 
ful that they have not the money for a big 
plunge.

INFLOW OF GOLD. 

Considerable quantities of gold are now in 
motion from Europe towards the United States, 
reversing the current which for many months 
past set strongly the other way. The price of 
sterling exchange is now so low that the in- 
flow would be much larger were it not for the 
difficulty of making the requisite financial ar- 
rangements at our seaboard. Money is so 
scarce in New York fiat it cannot be spared 
during the twelve -days of inaction which 
would elapse between the paying of it out and 
receiving the gold by steamer. New York is 
too short of money fot that. Its. banks have 
plenty of clearing-heuse certificates, and it 
would be no wonder if it should prove that 
the nearly $30,000,000 of them issued thus 
far is more than advisdble to be put out for 
the relief of the money market. 

Under these circumstances itis asked by 
some Chicago: financiers if it would not be 
well for the United States Government to fol- 
low the example set by France in encourag- 
ing imports of gold when otherwise the pre- 
cious metal would not have flowed into that 
country. Suppose it should give the bankers 
to understand they can saye the interest on the 
use of their capital while gold is on ocean 
passage towards them. This could be done 
by arranging that on official notification from 
the United States Minister in London that 
the gold has been put on board and properly 
insured the bankers on this side can dra w the 
currency from the Treasury without further 
notification. It is thought likely that with such 
a provision some $10,000,000 of gold would 
be engaged immediately to come here, actu- 
ally in exchange for our produce sold at low 
prices, with the welcome result of a decided 
easement in the money market. The matter 
is worthy of consideration, and there should 
be no objection to properly laying it before 
the authorities in Washington, 


LYNCHING IN THE SOUTH. 

Evidences multiply that the horrible scenes 
transpiring so often in the South in connec- 
tion with the lynching of negroes are begin- 
ning to make an unfavorable impression. 
Speaking of the recent fiendish lynching 
of a negro in Memphis Senator Har- 
ris of Tennessee has expressed bis 
regret that the outrage took place and 
says that he probably will de compelled 
to explain it when’ Congress meets. The 
Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle, one of the most in- 
fluential papers in that section, goes still 
further and condemns lynching altogether. It 


notes the fact that lynchings are becoming | 


alarmingly frequent and asks whebher any- 
thing is to be gained by the execution of mob 
justice on the negro, no matter how atrocious 
his crime may be. It says: 

The citizen has his respect for legal procedare 
lowered, and he comes to beliove that there is at 
least one offense with which the law is unable to 
deal. Whocat measure the dangerous tenden- 
cies of such an admission. Ifthe law is unable 
to deal with one offense, why not with another? 
And who is to be the judge of the ones that it 
cannot properly punish? A might have one view 
of this subject and B another; bat has not either 
Aor Bas much right to take the law in his own 
bands as have fifty of his fellow-eltizens? And if 
fifty men have a right to take a man out of jail 
and murder him in cold wi t form of 
law. have not twenty-five, or ten, or five, or two 
the same right? Who shall say just what the 
number of a mob shall be which has the right to 
murder a fellow-man without form of law, even 
though that fellow-man be a ? 

in concluding, the Chrontole says: * Let 
our people think-on this view of the question: 
It is not whether the prisoner deserves lynch. 
ing, but can we afford to lynch him?’ The 
same question should be asked in South Caro- 
lina, where the other day three negroes, ac- 
cused of assault, were seized by a mob and ex- 
posed to most merciless and long-drawn out 
tortures by infuriated savages before they 
were hanged. After death had come to their 
relief their bodies were riddled with bullets. 
It makes no difference what crimes these men 


the brutalizing process ig shown by the fact 
that the public saakes. no sBoet to. prevent 
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why not with another? And who ig to be the 


judge of the ones that it cannot properly pun- 


ish?" Lynchings in the South began with 


those accused or conyicted of murder and 
rape. Soon they spread to those guilty of ar- 
son and thievery. Anon it became a lynch- 
able offense to assault a white man, and some- 
tithes even where the assault was made in 
self-defense. Latterly men have been hanged 
for no other cause than race prejudice—in 
other words, because they happened to be ne- 
groes—and in more than one case innocent 
men have been lynched. _ 

In answer to all this the South will retort 
that men are lynched in the North. This is 
true, but lynchings in the North are the excep- 
tion. The law is not paralyzed. The courts 
are exercising their functions. The terrible 
statistics tell the story only too well. Since 
Jan. 1 of the present year there have been 18 
men lynched in the Northern and 86 in the 
Southern States, and of these 86 victims 73 
have been negroes. The difference in the 
figures shows the difference in justicein the 
two sections. There is no law for negroes in 
the South suspected of or guilty of crime but 
the law of the mob, Well may the Georgia 
paper from which we have quoted say: lt 
is not whether the prisoner deserves lynching, 
but can we afford to lynch him?“ 


THE FAIR MUST NOT BE A FINANCIAL 
FAILURE. 

It is now conceded that the stockholders of 
the World's Fair will not get any of their 
money back. It also is conceded that in addi- 
tion to their $5,500,000 the City of Chicago 
will not get any of its $5,000,000 back. This 
$10,500,000 must be charged up to the ae- 
count of local pride and patriotism, The 
problem now is to pay the floating and bonded 
indebtedness, One of our e. o’s affirms that 
the floating indebtedness is practically liqui- 
dated, We fear it has let its imagination run 
away with its accuracy. If the e. c. will study 
Ayditor Ackerman’s official statement of July 
6 it will find that it will take until far into 
this month before the floating indebtedness 
is cleared off. Then there is $4,500,000 of 
bonded indebtedness to be paid, and 
canceling Sundays, there remain but 
seventy-eight days in which to do it. 
In the face of growing financial strin- 
gency and railroads’ high fares to the 
Exposition it seems almost useless to hope 
that it can be done by the greatly increased 
attendance which was expected in September 
and October. 

Judging from the experiences of the Cen. 
tennial the last two months ought to witness 
an immense rush, but the Centennial did not 
have to contend with financial panics and in- 
dustrial derangements, such as are likely to 
prevail this fall; and the railroads then were 
prevailed upon to so reduce their rates as to 
enable the masses to visit Philadelphia. It is” 
possible they may do so before the Fair closes, 
but it will be of little advantage tothe Ex- 
position if they wait until near the time of 
closing before they can accommodate those 
who wish to come but cannot afford to pay 
high traveling expenses. 

The directors therefore must face the music 
of economy. If they do not cut clear down 
to the bone and make a heroic retrenchment 
the Fair will be a financial failure. The op- 
erating expenses must be materially reduced. 
The Auditor’s report shows that the expenses 
for May were $609,883, and for June $642,- 
921. Thus running expenses were actually 
increased $33,000 for the month. The run- 
ning expenses for July have probably been 
as large as in June. Deducting Sundays this 
is at the rate of $24,000 a day. The pay-roll 
ought to be cut down at least 810,000 a 
month, and it can be without prejudicing or 
crippling a single interest of the Fair or mak- 
ing itany way less attractive to visitors. If 
this be done and some means can be found to 
induce the railroads to carry people at rates 
which they can afford to pay, the attend- 
ance can be vastly increased, so that 
with more gate money coming in 
from the outside and less going out 
from the inside to pay for services that 
can be dispensed with, the managers may 
hope to clear off both the floating and bonded 
indebtedness, and perhaps do a trifle more, 
But to accomplish this rigid economy must 
be practiced and t'» attendance must by the 
aid of railways be raised to an aver- 
age of over 100,000 per day. To do 
this, deadheadiig must be reduced to 
a decent limit. Useless officials must go. 
Useless bureaus like that which exist in soll- 
tary grandeur in the terminal station and in 
unnecessary grandeur in the Department of 
Publicity and Promotion, and in tiresome 
grandeur in the Department of Empty Cere- 
monies must go. The expensive Musical 
Bureau must be utilized so as to draw the 
crowds into the Exposition buildings. It is 
penny wise, pound foolish to cut off a few 
surplus Columbian Guards, and gatekeepers, 
and scrub women. Put in the knife every- 
where, and especially in the high salaried 
places no longer of any value to the Fair. 

The directors have appointed a Board of 
Finance, Messrs. Kerfoot, Winston, and Ack- 
erman, to look after the retrenchment busi- 
ness. Each of these gentlemen is in favor of 
strict economy and believes the operating ex- 
penses can be reduced largely, and they are 
not disposed to shirk their responsibilities on 
account of patronage influences. Whatever 
steps they may take to get down to a hardpan 
basis and save the Fair from being a financial 
failure the stockholders will indorse, so let 
cutting and pruning begin right away. A 
penny saved is as good as two pennies earned 
as it is not half eaten up by operating er- 
penses. 


PROPOSITION TO MONTANA MINING MEN. 

One of the silver-mining companies of Mon- 
tana has made a most reasonable proposition 
to its men. It is that their daily wages shall 
be regulated by the market price of silver 
bullion in gold. Thus if bar silver is over 80 
cents an ounce they are to get $3.50 a day; 
if it is between 75 and 80 cents, $3 per day; 
if it is between 65 and 75 cents, $2.75 a day; 
and if it falls below 65 cents, then only $2 per 


day. This is an application to silver mining 


of the sliding-scale plan which has been 
adopted by some iron and steel manufactur- 
ers, and can be carried out with great ease 
The miner can learn without difficulty what 
the bullion he has helped to produce sells 
and thus can calculate his own 
wages with ease. But while the owners of 
this mine are perfectly willing that the wages 
of their miners should be regulated by and 
depend on the commercial ratio which silver 
bears to gold they have given no signs as yet 
that they are willing to indorse the adoption 
of the same rule by the government. On the 
contrary, all Montana is “demanding” that 
the government take its silver on the basis of 
an artificial ratio of 16 to 1 when the com- 
mercial ratio is 80 to 1. The mine-owners 
have thus far refused to accept the Windom 
plan by which all their silver would be taken 


from them atits gold value, but they insist | 


that the wages of their men shall be regulated 


by that ratio. Were they less greedy they | 


would be more cansigtent.

People do not seem to uederstand that free 
coinage exists now for gold aud that we had free 
coinage of silver up to 1873, All we ask is that 
it be restored. 

How many.silver dollars were free coined 
previous to 1873? This “Colonel” should 
look up the record. He would discover that 
for every standard silver dollar coined from 
1792 to 1878 there were one hundred dollars 
of gold coined and put in circulation, while 
the silver dollars never circulated. He never 
saw one of those ante-silver dollars in his life, 
and it is doubtful if he ever saw a man who 
did see one of them unless it was in a museum 
or numismatie collection of coin curiosities. 
There have been more standard silver dollars 
coined every month since 1878 than all the 
standard silver dollars struck by the mints be- 
tween that date and 1804. Now, if all the 
free silverites ask is that this state of things 
be restored, as Harvey declares, it can only 
be done by putting $1.03 worth of silver in 
each silver dollar, as was done after 1834, 
whereby those dollars would not go into cir- 
culation, but be immediately bought by the 
sil versmiths and put into the melting pot and 


converted into plates and spoons and other 


silverware. “Col.” Harvey and his fellow 
howlers for the ante-1878 silver dollar are 
sadly in need of a little information, for they 
evidently don’t know. what they are talking 
about. 


Tun news that arrangements had been. 


made to import gold direct to Chicago in pay- 
ment for produce exported tended to 
strengthen the local grain markets yesterday.

It has become evident from the talk with the 


4 Southern members that the people in that sec.

age purposes. It is quite evident that there 
is a determination among the Southern mem- 


bers not to permit the demonetization of sil- 


ver, for the reason that they believe that both 
silver and gold are needed as the basis of a 
national currency, but they appear to have 
very little interest in silver from the mine- 
owners’ point of view, and they have, asa 
rule, po objection to a considerable increase 
in the ratio upon which free coinage of gold 
and silver shall be established. What they 


want, apparently, is the free coinage of silver, 


on the theory that it will give more money, 
but they are perfectly willing that the silver 
dollar shall be placed ona parity with gold 
dy increasing the amount of silver in the coin. 
The more the matter is talked over the 


_ stronger is the indication that under the leader- 


ship of the conservative men it will not be 
difficuit to secure the repeal of the Sherman 


law and to settle the silver question by coin- 


age at an increased ratio. The most radical 
silver men and the radical gold men may not 
be expected to assent to this at once, but there 
is an impression that both parties to eon- 
troversy would really be pleased to zee the 
matter settled by as convenient a compromise 


as the coinage of silver at a ratio of 20 tu 1. 
The rally seems to be around the proposition 


to repeal the Sherman law, repeal the State 
bank tax, and coin silver at about 20 to 1. 
Arrangements have been made for the re- 
turn of the President Friday. It is likely the 
President will call a special meeting of the 
Cabinet immediately upon his arrival for the 
purpose of reading to his advisers the message 
on the financial question which he has pre- 
pared for submission to Congress. This will 
probably be the only topic discussed by the 
President in his communication to ‘the Na- 
tional Legislature, and he will be aided 
materially by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ur in the preparation of this document.

BIG INCREASE IN THE PUBLIC DEBT. 


During July It Is Augmented to the Ex- 
tent of $4,263,973.

The Treasury Department’s monthly debt 


statement issued today shows an increase in 


the public debt during July of $4,263,973. 
The other notable features of last month’s 


fiscal operations shown by the statement are 


an increase of nearly $4,000,000 in the gold 
reserve, which today aggregates $99,202,933, 
or nearly up to the $100,000,000 mark, and 


a decrease of $4,500,000 in the Treasury sur-

today, and the non-intérest bearing debt was 
ced $311,089. The totai debt today, 
less the surplus in the Treasury, is 8843.

Treasury gold assets today aggregate $186,- 
818,963, against which there are gold certiti- 
cates outstanding amounting to $87,704,739, 
and with only $93,710 of gold certificates in

gate $404,942.045, against which there are 
$481,317,852 in silver certifivates and silver 
treasury notes outstanding, which with 52, 843, 
114 silver certificates in the Treasury, lea ves 


silver reserve of about $16,500,000. The 


ry silver assets are made up of 363, 
108,461 silver dollars, $119,277,735 in bar 
silver, and $12,566,748 in subsidiary coin. 
The Treasury today holds $4,512,210 silver 

easury notes in its cash, ether with 
$22,286,611 in greenbacks and $3,620,149 
_in national bank notes. 

Government receipts during last month, the 
first month of the current fiscal year, show a 
considerable falling off compared with July, 
1892, but mainly in customs receipts, which 
last month aggregated $14,683,969, against 
$17,205,153 in July a year ago. Internal 
revenue receipts were $14,689,127, or about 
$200,000 less than in July, 1892. Expendi- 
tures for the last month were large, aggregat- 
ry eng igi or $2,250,000 more than 
in July a year ago. The pension charge last 
month was $14,757.668, or $500,000 more 
than in July, 1892; civil and miscellaneous 

tures were about $9,500,000; War 
Ppartment expenses about $5,000,000;

charge about $7,250,000; each being a slight 
increase over July a year ago.

President Roswell 
Milier when seen. about the matter said 
the earnings for June were so large 
because the business done in June last 
year was unusually small. Nearly all the 
earnings of last year had to be put in neces- 
sary improvements. The earnings for July, 
he said, now indicated a decrease of over 
$150,000 and there was no business in sight. 
The action now taken he regarded as the com- 
mencement of a general reduction of rates of 
| pay which must necessarily result from the 

falling off in the revenues of the railways. 
The pay of trainmen and other employés on 
the tracks and in the shops had no: yet been 
reduced, but if the present condition of af- 
fairs does not soon show an improvement the 
jhe of those men would also have to be re- 

uced, 

The reduction in salaries by the Eastern 
Illinois did not cause much surprise. The 
company has been doing a small business for 
some time past and has n struggling hard 
to make both ends meet, 

For the last two weeks the General Man- 
agers of the various roads in this city have 
been holding daily meetings with a view of 
taking concerted action as regards the cur- 
tailment of expenses. The managers differed, 
however, as to the means to be employed to 
secure the desired result. A number of the 
roads did not deem it advisable to cut. down 
the salaries of their officials and employés, 
but all were of the opinion that expenses 
should be cut down by abandoning projected 
improvements not immediately necessary and 
discharging all officials and empldéyés whose 
services could be dispensed with. All the 
roadsicentering in this city have in consequence 
discharged large numbers of their men and 
placed additional duties on those kept in their 
service. 

The indications are that a number of other 
roads will soon follow the example of the Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul and the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois. The Alton during the last 

week ortwo has taken radical steps in re- 
| trenching its expenses. It has dispensed with 

the services ofall menitcould spare and 
among them are high-priced division super- 
intendents, trainmasters, and others. 

General Manager Chappel stated yesterday 
that not since he became connected with the 
road has he known such a condition to exist 
asa present. Freight business is duller than 
it ever was before, and if it was not for toler- 
ably good passenger earni the company 
would be in a bad plight, - net earnings, 
he said, are decreasing dt the rate of about 
$30, 000 a week and the prospects are not 
such as to ive hope of a speedy 
improvement. is company, he said, would 
not cut down salaries, however, until it be- 
came imperatively necessary, The Santa Fé, 
Rock Island, and in fact all other roads 
claim to be in the same fix*as the Alton. 

While there can be no doubt that the roads 
in common with all other industries and bus- 
iness concerns are suffering from the present 
financial depression, yet it is the opinion that 
they would not be in a condition to take such 
radical measures for retrenchment of ex- 
penses if they had pursued a more liberal 
policy in the matter of World’s Fair 
rates. By this stubborn and inex- 

licablé refusal to make reasonable reductions 
n rates they have killed the goose that lays 
the golden eggs. If they had made a rate of 
one fare for the round trip or less at the time 
the World’s Fair was opened thousands of 
people would have visited the Fair and spent 
their money freely. As it is they kept the 
masses away at a time when the financial de- 
pression did not yet exist, and thereby not 
only inflicted irreparable injury upon them- 
selves but helped to aggravate the generai sit- 
uation by keepmg the money which would 
have been spent here out of circulation. 


WORLD'S FAIR RATES CUT. 


Trouble Brewing Among the 
Western Roads. 


The prospects for a speedy reduction in 
World's Fair rates are becoming more flatter- 
ing every day. There is no chance that the 
rates recently established by the Western 
roads, and which went into effect yesterday, 
can be maintained until the end of this 
month. The new rates had but littie effect 
on the business yesterday and the 
trains that came in were no better filled than 
before. The $2 put on top of the one fare 
rate for the round trip is doing the mischief, 
because the reduction does not amount to 
much within a radius of 300 to 400 miles of 
Chicago, and it is from that territory where 
the crowds are to come from. Rw 
mors of clandestine cutting and manip- 
ulating of rates are flymg thick and fast 
and some of the lines which are being hurt by 
these tactics of their competitors are getting 
decidedly nervous and threaten to make 
trouble. The Santa Fé, particularly, is said to 
be suffering severely from the underhanded 
work practiced by some of its competitors, 
and President Reinhart, who is in the city, is

decidedly dissatisffed with the ex- 
isting condition of affairs. It is under. 
stood that the Santa Fé will, if the 


existing irregularities are not at once stopped, 
do as it did at the time of the Denver con- 
clave last year and put rates down to a figure 
that will enable everybody to come to the 
Fair. In no event can present rates be main- 
tainedany longer than the time when the 
sale of tickets tothe reunion of the Grand 
Army at Indianapolis begins, Several of 
the roads are said ta be now 
engaged in making contracts) at very low 
rates for Grand Army posts, and this is sure 
to lead to a great row and general collapse in 
rates before long. The rates from the South 
to Chieago also threaten to become badly de- 
moralized. The Mobile and Ohio has an- 
nounced a $12 rate for the round 
trip from “Mobile, Ala. These tickets 
allow holders to stay twelve days 
in Chicago and permit a stop-over at St. 
Louis of fifteen days. This road also an- 
nounces weekly excursions from all points on 
its lines to Chicago at one fare for the round. 
trip with a fifteen days’ return limit and 
— 2 car privileges included. Tickets 
read over the Jacksonville Southeastern to 
Chicago. A boycott against the Mobile and

The time in which the canal can be finished 
will be controlled by the time needed to complete 
those important works, without which the traffic 
cannot be established. It has in out 
that the Ochoa dam can be in four or 
five years. The Tola dam, the locks and the har- 
bors can also be done in that time. The Western 
divide cut contains about 11,000,000 cubic 
yards of rock and earth; but the excavation is
